WASHINGTON, May 18—Pres- 
ident Kennedy returned to the 
White House today from a state 
visit to Canada—his first trip 
outside the United States since 
he took office. 

He arrived at Andrews Air 
Force Base outside Washington 
at 10:12 a.m. (St. Louis time). 
His Boeing 707 jet plane had 
taken off from Ottawa exactly 
an hour earlier. 

Mr. Kennedy termed his Cana- 
dian trip extremely worthwhile 
and then set about planning his 
next foreign visit—to Paris May 
3h. 

He set up afternoon confer- 
ences with Gen. James Gavin, 
United States Ambassador to 
France, and Dean Acheson, for- 
mer Secretary of State and now 
a presidential adviser on NATO 
treaty matters. 

Castro Assailed. 

Before he left Ottawa, Mr. 
Kennedy and Canadian Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker labeled the 
Castro regime in Cuba as a 
threat to the ‘‘peaceful ana 
democratic evolution of the 
Latin American peoples.” 

In a joint communique, the 
leaders said the alignment of 
Premier Fidel Castro’s Cuban 
regime with ‘‘Communist leader- 
ship abroad’ is ‘‘a matter for 
serious concern.’ 

Mr, Kennedy and Diefenbaker 
said they had discussed the 
need for accelerating economic 
progress and _ social reform 
throughout the Western . Hemi- 
sphere, as well as the need to 
‘strengthen the strong hemi- 
spheric trend away from dic- 
tatorship and towards democ- 
racy.” 

The communique was issued 
as Mr. Kennedy, his brief good- 
neighbor visit to Canada com- 
pleted, took off on the return 
flight to Washington. 


Policy on Laos. 


Although the communique was 
phrased in general terms, the 


President and the Prime Minis- | 


ter left no doubt they were re- 
ferring to the Castro regime as 
a threat to peace in™ Latin 
America. 

Mr. Kennedy and Diefenbaker 
reaffirmed the objective of 


negotiating “‘a truly independent | 


and neutral Laos” in the current 
conference at Geneva. 

They said the development of 
effective control machinery to 
insure Laos’s independence was 
a key element in settling the 
Laotian crisis “‘and an essential 
ingredient in achieving peace 
and stability in southeast Asia.”’ 

They agreed that the negotia- 
tion of a treaty barring tests of 
nuclear weapons, with effective 
provisions for inspection to pre- 
vent violations, was a basic step 
in the effort to achieve general 
disarmament. 

Want Stronger NATO. 

Mr. Kennedy and Diefenbaker 
said the goal of the United States 
and Canada cO@ntinues to be “‘a 
secure world order in which 
there can be general disarm- 
ament under effective controls.”’ 

They said, however, that it is 
“more than ever necessary that 
the strength and unity of NATO 
be reinforced.”

The White House and State 
Department were formally silent 
on completion of arrangements 
for the Kennedy-Khrushchev

At Ottawa, White House press 
secretary Pierre Salinger dis- 
closed that Mr. Kennedy had dis- 
cussed the prospective Khrush- 
chev meeting with Prime Minis 
ter Diefenbaker. That was the 
first public word from the White 
House beyond Salinger’s state 
ments earlier this week that 
there were no plans for such a 
conference ‘‘at present.”’ 

Under Secretary of State Ches- 
ter Bowles told the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee vester- 
day that the President had a 
conference with Khrushchev un- 
der consideration and that the 
final decision was up to the 
President.

A proposed constitutional 
amendment which would give 
the St. Louis County Council 
broader powers in county mu- 
nicipalities was tentatively ap- 
proved yesterday by voice vote 
in the House of Representatives. 
The proposal is a substitute 
offered by Representative Pat- 
rick J. Hickey (Dem.), St. Ann, 
as a compromise. It omits three 
major powers originally sought 
by the County Council, but adds 

two new ones. 
Powers omitted are ia police 
jurisdiction, planning and zon- 


ing and building construction. 
Those added are in civil defense 
and public transportation. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment was advanced to 
final passage stage without de- 
bate. If finally approved by the 
House and Senate, the proposed 
change would be submitted to 
voters of the state in November 
1962, or at a special election 
called earlier by the governor. 

Second Election in County. 


Before the County Council 
could exercise the new powers, 
county voters would have to ap- 
prove an amendment to the 
county charter. 

The council would have wide 
authority in the following fields: 


1, Public health and safety. 


2. Parks and recreation. The 
county’s jurisdiction would be 


_limited to parks owned or ac- 


quired by it, 


3. Construction, maintenance 
and traffic regulation on arterial 
roads and highways. 


4. Garbage and refuge disposal. 
including the right ‘to build and 
operate incinerators. 

5. Civil defense. 

6. Public water supply. 


7. Ownership and régulation of 
public transportation. 

Circuit Attorney's Pay Bill. 

The House gave tentative ap- 
proval yesterday to a bill to in- 
crease salaries in the office of 
the St. Louis circuit attorney 
and provide for one additional 
assistant. The circuit attorney 
would get no increase, but the 
first assistant's pay would be 
boosted from $9800 to $10,500. 


Other increases are proposed 
as follows—chief trial assistant, 
$9000 to $9800: four assistants, 
$8600 to $9000; three others. 
$6500 to $7000: two others, $6000 
to $6500: chief clerk, $5800 to 
$6400. 

Another bill advanced would 
increase salaries of the State 
Board of Probation and Parole 
—the chairman from $7500 to 
$10,500. and the two members 
from $6000 to $9000. 

St. Louis School Hearing. 

At a Senate committee hearing 
yesterday about 50 St. Louisans 
appeared in support of a bill for 
reorganization of public school 
administration in the city. They 
included members of the Board 
of Education, school officials, 
and members of the Citizens As- 
sociation for the Public Schools 
and other patron groups. 

They supported an amendment 
designed to overcome objections 


which contributed to defeat of a 


similar bill in a House commit- 
tee last month. The amendment 
would add a provision assuring 
tenure in office for non-teaching 
employes after a one-year pro- 
bationary period. 

The amendment was offered, 
with the backing of the Board 
of Education, by Senator Theo- 
dore D. McNeal (Dem.), St.

GENEVA, May 18 (UPI)—Nev- 
tral India lined up today with the 
Western powers in objecting to 
veto provisions in a Soviet. peace 
plan for Laos. 


‘We must have no veto ar 
rangement,” Indian Defense Min- 
ister V. K. Krishna Menon told 
the M-nation conference on the 
future of Laos. 


Earlier, the United 
Britain and France had decided 
to reject the veto provisions in 
the Soviet proposal on the ground 
they would cripple any effective 
policing of a truce in Laos 


The Indian delegation leader 
was surprisingly outspoken in re- 
jecting policing and control pro 
visions in the plan presented to 
the conference yesterday by So- 
viet ' Foreign Minister Andrvi 
Gromyko. 


India on Commission. 


Aside from India’s neutral 
status in the cold war between 
Fast and West. Krishna Men- 
on's stand took on greater sig- 
nificance since his country is 
also a member of the three-na- 
tion International Control Com- 
mission which is supervising the 
cease-fire in Laos. The other two 
countries are Canada and Com- 
munist Poland. 


Gromyko had insisted that de- 
cisions of the Control Commis- 
sion be unanimous rather than 
by a majority vote. A negative 
vote by Poland could hamstring 
investigation of complaints of 
truce violations. 


Krishna Menon said the Soviet 
proposed rule of unanimity in 
the commission was not neces- 
Sary and the present arrange- 
ment would suffice. He said that 
if any differences developed be- 
tween Canada and Poland, then 
India could break the deadlock 


Exception to U. S. Plan. 


Krishna Menon balanced his 
criticism of the Soviet control 
plan in a one-hour speech by 
taking exception to the United 
States’ propsal for reconstituting 
the commission. Also, he reject- 
ed American charges of viola- 
tions of the cease-fire in Laos 
which began May 3. 

Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
left the conference after the In- 
dian leader finished speaking. 
The delegate from the pro-Com- 
munist Pathet Lao group was 
scheduled to speak next. - 

A spokesman at Rusk’s office 
said the Secretary left the con- 
ference “to keep an appoint- 
ment’’ with Cambodian Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk. Other Amer-

Traffic on the railroads was re- 
duced to a standstill except for, 
a few trains that railwaymen 
agreed to keep running. The 
subways in Paris were firmly 
shut down, ana only about 30 

of the more than 2000 Paris 
buses were running.

THERE ARE MANY differ- 
ences between this body and 
mine. The most noticeable is the

I feel at home here because 
I member in my own state of 
Massachusetts many friends and 
former constituents who are of 
Canadian descent.

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‘A Question of Service 


The RBi-State Development Agency's deci- 
sion to discuss the transit problem with 
mavors on both sides of the Mississippi is 
commendable if it proves to be a prelude to 
action, rather than a method of gathering 
possible dissenting opinions to justify doing 
But whatever those opinions may 
turn out to be, Bi-State has a responsibility 
to judge this matter on its merits. Calling 
for a show of mayoral hands ought to be only 
a minor phase in the decision-making process. 


Polling the mayors can be a tricky business, 
As in all polls, the response will depend upon 
the stimulus. To ask the mayors merely 
whether they prefer a privately-operated tran- 
sit system to one that is publicly-owned would 
be inadequate. Of course the mayors would 
be for a privately-owned transit operation in 
the abstract. If private enterprise could 
handle transit adequately, we would be for 
it too, : 

The right way to phrase the question is 
something like this: “Public transit service 
cannot be improved unless it is relieved of 
the burden of supporting government. Grant- 
ing that the transit operation must stop pay- 
ing local taxes, which would you prefer, a 
private company which had to spilt its reve- 
nues with stockholders and the Federal Gov- 
ernment, or a public system which paid 
neither dividends nor federal taxes, and could 
devote more of its revenues to service?” 

Transit is facing murderous competition 
from the private automobile and, as a con- 
sequence, it is attracting less cash through 
the fare box than it must have to cover its 
obligations. These obligations include the 
cost of providing an adequate level of service, 
of producing a reasonable rate of return to 
its stockholders and of meeting the local, 
state and federal tax obligations that every 
private concern must pay. If Public Service 
Co. could handle all these obligations, the 
question of public ownership would not arise. 

But the fact is that Public Service Co. can- 
not meet its tax and profit obligations and 
still provide first-rate service as well. This 
situation has nothing to do with the question 
of public or private ownership as such. There 
is nothing wrong with the private manage- 
ment at Public Service Co.; indeed it has done 
a truly outstanding job under the circum- 
stances. 

7 + . 

The trouble is that, given the competition 
of the private motor car, there is just not 
enough money in the bus business to support 
an unsubsidized privately - owned system. 
Taxes and profits have been paid only at the 
expense of curtailed service. The company 
now is clearly unable to put together the 
necessary metropolitan transit system unless 
it is relieved of ifs local tax burden and gets 
direct public assistance as well. 

So the question for the mayors is not pri- 
vate vs. public ownership. It is a publicly- 
subsidized private system as against a pub- 
licly-owned one that will pay neither taxes 
nor dividends and be in position to provide 
superior service as well. 


Using Public Service Co.’s own figures, a 
publicly - owned operation under Bi-State 
would be able to do everything the private 
company proposes to do and still have about 
$1,300,000 a year. available for extra service 
expenditures. Since the communties the 
mayors represent would lose their transit 
taxes regardless of who ran a metropolitan 
system, why shouldn't they choose the public 
operation when it can provide the greatest 
possible service gains? 

Bi-State has the power to act. Bi-State can 
make the maximum possible tax savings. It 
can hire the private managers to run the 
integrated area-wide system. Its responsibility 
is clear. 


Where Action Is Needed 

At the same time that Secretary of Labor 
Goldberg says he is encouraged about chafices 
for a no-strike agreement on missile and 
space bases, there comes another walkout at 
Cape Canaveral, Fifteen members of the Mill- 
wrights Union, who work on Minuteman, 
Titan and Saturn complexes, quit in a juris- 
dictional dispute. 

They were striking while Mr. Goldberg. was 
reading to union leaders a letter from Presi- 
dent Kennedy. A key sentence was: “The 
United States cannot afford the luxury of 
avoidable delays in our missile and space 
programs.” That is a plain statement of fact. 
What should be paramount right now is to 
convince everyone of its importance. 


It does little good for Mr. Goldberg to talk 
of pledges from contractors and unions of 
co-operation when at the same time it is 
apparent the national interest is not being 
served adequately through the normal proc- 
esses of collective bargaining. Unless Mr. 
Goldberg can reduce the pledges of co-opera- 
tion to some kind of a binding agreement, 
the wildcat strikes and the jurisdictional rows 
at the bases are likely to continue. That is a 
luxury, as the President said, which the na- 
tion cannot afford. 


As Satchel Paige Said It 


Leroy (Satchel) Paige, the ageless sage of 
the pitcher’s mound, who played at one time 
with the old St. Louis Browns, received a very 
pretty compliment from the annual meeting 
of the American College of Physicians, in 
Miami Beach. His advice on keeping well 
was quoted there and commended to the 
assembled specialists in the subject, which 
is about as authoritative an accolade as one 
can get. If, however, Dr. Howard A. Rusk 
correctly quotes the quoter in The New York 
Times, we suspect we detect the beginnings 
of a tendency to mess around with Old 
Satch’s syntax, a piece of business which 
ought to be stopped before it picks up any 
speed. The way he said it is as much of the 
essence as what he said. 

Dr. Rusk quotes the famous No. 1 rule, 
“Avoid fried meats, which angry up the 
blood,” as “Avoid fried foods, which anger 
the blood.” There is a substantial differ- 
ence between angering and angrying up, the 
latter being decidedly the more formidable, as 
anyone can tell simply by listening to the 
sound of it. If apostles of the cliche are to be 
allowed to take liberties with the Paige prose, 
a mere 50 or 100 years from now people may 
be under the mistaken notion that they should 
keep the juices flowing by walking in a re- 
laxed fashion, which is a long shot from 
jangling around gently as you move. As every- 
one knows who has ever seen Satchel Paige's 
progress to or from the pitcher’s box, in vie- 
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tory or defeat, in fair weather or foul, the 
gentle jangle-around is a unique gait, to be 
confused with no other, and he is the past 
master of it. 

Others of the Paige rules on “How to Stay 
Young” are—in the improbable event that 
the reader has been unlucky enough to have 
missed them so far: “If your stomach dis- 
putes you, lie down and pacify it with cool 
thoughts. Go very lightly on the vices, such 
as carrying-on in society. Avoid running at 
all times. Don't look back—something may 
be gaining on you.” That's what the man said. 
Let would-be editors not try to improve on it. 


Space und Profit | 
Publication in Life magazine of Comdr. 
Shepard’s account of his trip into space again 
raises the question of the propriety of gov- 
ernment employes making use of government- 


_ financed facilities for personal gain. This is 


no criticism of Comdr. Shepard, who acquitted 
himself superbly and who fully earned the 
country’s admiration and reward. 

But still it poses a question. Life agreed 
to pay $500,000 to the seven astronauts—in- 
cluding Comdr. Shepard—for exclusive rights 
to publish the personal storieg of their expe- 
riences. Previously the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration ruled the men 
were free to sell the stories of their personal 
lives but that all information about their offi- 
cial duties must be made available freely to 
all media. 

Obviously a man in space is a novelty and 
there is tremendous public interest in the 
personal and subjective experiences of such 
a traveler, apart from the official aspect. Yet 
the astronaut was enabled to partake of these 
personal and subjective experiences through 
the expenditure of literally billions of dollars 
of public funds. Should not everything con- 
nected with such a flight be in the public 
domain? 

This is a matter involving a broad prin- 
ciple, for in fact there is very little in Comdr, 
Shepard's “exclusive” account in Life that was 
not contained in the long press conference 
the astronaut held on May 8 in Washington. 
Nevertheless we believe that as long as 
Comdr. Shepard and the other astronauts are 
in government service the public has the same 
right of access to their experiences as a pri- 
vate institution may have through purchase. 

There can be no exception to that part of 
the publication deal involving the personal 
stories of the men’s families. Obtaining those 
for exclusive publication is journalistic enter- 
prise. It was fair procedure for the govern- 
ment to present Comdr. Shepard at a press 
conference. Perhaps it would be a good idea 
to collect all the personal reactions and offi- 
cial data concerning this historic flight and 
publish them as a government document, 
available to all. 


Matter of Discipline 


By 118 to 4, the Missouri House has passed 
a bill to let school superintendents suspend, 
expel or discipline high school students who 
join fraternities and sororities. The vote in- 
dicates how strongly legislators felt about 
the issue, yet only the Kansas City school 
board showed much interest in it. James A. 
Hazlett, school superintendent there, proposes 
to transfer rather than expel some trouble- 
making fraternal leaders. As a matter of 
discipline, school boards need clear authority 
to deal with fraternal groups that sometimes 
interfere with education, especially at the 
secondary level. 


The Case From Florida 


The United States Supreme Court has 
agreed to review a case which could result in 
strengthening everyone’s right to free asso- 
ciation under the First Amendment. This 
case involves the contempt conviction, upheld 
by the Florida Supreme Court, of the Rev. 
Theodore R. Gibson, head of the Miami branch 
of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People. He refused to give 
names of N.A.A.C.P. members to a state legis- 
lative committee which had heard testimony 
that the organization contained 14 alleged 
Communists. 


Thus far, the federal high court has con- 
sistently struck down efforts by state authori- 
ties to compel disclosure of N.A.A.C.P. mem- 
bership lists. Last year, for example, the 
court threw out convictions of two Arkansas 
officers of the organization who had refused 
to submit lists under municipal ordinances. 
The court has recognized that compulsory dis- 
closure might subject members to economic 
if not legal reprisals and injure the right of 
association. 

Yet the court has not so well guarded this 
same right in behalf of other organizations 
against other types of incursion. By narrow 
votes, to be sure, the court has upheld con- 
tempt convictions of witnesses who refused 
to testify about associations before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee. The court 
refused to prevent the Attorney General of 
New Hampshire from demanding names of 
persons at a fellowship camp from Dr. Wil- 
lard Uphaus, who then spent a year in jail. 

Laymen may ask what the difference is 
between compulsory testimony in one set of 
cases and the other. The difference cannot 
be that the N.A.A.C.P. is protected because 
it is a target for its integration policy, while 
other defendants are not protected because 
they were suspected of Communist ‘affilia- 
tion. The Miami case clearly shows that alle- 
gations of Communist influence may be used 
as a round-about excuse to investigate nearly 
anyone for policies unconnected with Com- 
munism. 

If Southern legislative committees can in- 
vade First Amendment rights of citizens, so 
may Northern or even Congressional commit- 
tees. In such matters one group of inquisitors 
merits no more deference than another. 


Geneva Needs a Muse 


Poet Richard Eberhart, who is’ completing 
two years as consultant in poetry to the 
Library of Congress, says one of his most in- 
teresting experiences involved the request 
from a Treasury Department official to com- 
pose a poem on “interallied national banking 
amity.” The official needed it in 24 hours for 
a conference. in El Salvador. Mr. Eberhart 
delegated the task to a Spanish-speaking 
member of the library staff, who turned out 
such a fine piece of work that, the official 
said later, “it made all the difference.” If 
verse can do this much for bankers, why can 
it not be effective with diplomats? We need 
Mr. Eberhart and his colleague at Geneva.

How Missouri's Counties Voted 


More Voters Despite Decreased Population in Southern Counties, Where G.O.P. Gained

Missouri's 1960 presidential vote 
showed a net increase of 101,860 over 
1956. There were substantial vote in- 
creases in the two major metropolitan 
areas, bat not in St. Louis by itself. 

Gains in counties which include or 
border these areas, plus gains in 
Greene, Buchanan, Jasper, Cole, Cape 
Girardeau and Boone counties add up 
to a 119,494 vote increase in the more 
highly populated counties. From this 

one may subtract 
a 28,605 vote de- 
; crease in St. Louis 

The Mirrer city (where fewer 
of votes were cast in 
1960 than in 1928), 
for a total of 90,889 
additional votes 
from these areas. 
St. Louis county, which polled 72,263 
fewer votes than the city in 1956, 
polled 20,860 more than the city in 
1960, even though the city’s population 
is still the larger. 


Turnoyts in most of the northern 
counties were smaller than in 1956. 
But the counties located south of the 
Osage and Missouri rivers turned out 
larger votes— sometimes remarkably 
larger — despite a rapidly declining 
population. As an example, four Ozark 
counties — Ozark, Douglas, Webster 
and Wright — bettered their collective 
1956 vote by 8 per cent, although hav- 
ing lost 16 per cent of their collective 
population between 1950 and 1960. 

Ozark county, depopulated by one 
fourth during the past 10 years, some- 
how revealed 288 more voters than in 
1956. If such a thing were to happen 
in Kansas City, some cynic would 
probably claim that more votes were 
counted than there were people who 
stood up to be counted. 

It was in this area with larger turn- 
outs than in 1956 that the Republicans 
made their greatest gains. While 
voters in most northern counties were 
a trifle more enthusiastic for Vice 
President Nixon than they had been 
for President Eisenhower, in most

. southern counties the Republican per- 


centage of the presidential vote in- 


creased by 5 per cent or more, espe- 
cially in the south central and south- 
eastern areas. Oregon county’s 14 per 
cent Republican increase and Dunk- 
lin's 15 per cent Republican increase 
indicated the extreme. 

Apparently the larger Republican 
margins in the presidential contest did 
not appreciably affect the outcome of 
elections for the Missouri House 
of Representatives. The Republicans 
gained 12 seats in the House, five of 
which were secured by defeat of the 
Democratic incumbents; but it appears 
that a coat-tail effect might have been 
the decisive factor in only three of 
these races. One Republican Repre- 
sentative (Worth county) was replaced 
by a Democrat. 

Kennedy carried Missouri by 9980, 
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Including the counties just listed 
Kennedy gained a larger percentage 
than Stevenson in 13 counties, eight of 
them lying along the south edge of,the 
Missouri river. But the increase over 
Stevenson's percentage exceeded 5 per 
cent only in Platte, Scotland, Osage, 
Ste. Genevieve and Perry counties, the 
last three having large German Ddopw- 
lations. Jackson county provided a 
Democratic plurality of 7940 larger 
than in 1956. St. Louis county, which 
gave President Eisenhower a 16,230- 
vote plurality in 1956, went 51 per cent 
for Kennedy in 1960. 

While the vote in these 13 counties 
was of importance in offsetting Re 
publican gains through most of the 
state, a big factor contributing to the 
Kennedy victory was the vote in St. 
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compared with Stevenson's 1956 plural- 
ity of 3984. Kennedy carried 26 counties 


(not counting St. Louis city), 22 of- 


which border the Missouri or Missis- 
sippi rivers. However, he did not do 
as well in the counties that he won as 
did Stevenson in 1956, except in Chari- 
ton, Ste, Genevieve, Osage, Jackson 
and St. Louis counties. 


Louis. city, in which Al Smith had 
polled a bare majority in 1928. Kennedy 
did better than Smith in all but 33 
counties. St. Louis city went 2 to ] 
for Kennedy with the result that, de- 
spite the decline in the total vote there,

The title of this very full book re- 
minds us that it was only yesterday 
when Mexico was going through those 
tumultuous years of social and political 
revolution which so completely altered 
the Mexican scene — changing this 
cornucopian-shaped land into a mod- 
ern, albeit ambiguously modern, land. 

John W. F. Dulles, the son of the 
late Secretary of State, spent many 
years in Mexico as a mining engineer 
and consultant. And over these years, 
he picked up a great deal of historical 
material, much of it fresh, which he 
has now related in ‘Yesterday = in 
Mexico.”’ 

The book will delight both scholar 
and layman, although it may be a 
little heavy going for the latter be- 
cause of its detail and length. 

Mr, Dulles does not pretend to be a 
professional historian; yet he weaves 
a fascinating ‘historical story. It is 
basically a narrative chronicle, with- 
out the effort used by historians of the 


twentieth century to interpret events 
and people. ; 
But this is all to the good. For we 
are still very close to those horrendous 
years from 1910 in Mexico which had 
sharp reverberations across the border 
to the north in the United States. 
Across Mr. Dulles’s stage march 
“El Triangulo Sonorense” (The 
Sonoran Triumvirate) of Adolfo de la 
Huerta, the rather unscrupulous labor 
leader; Alvaro Obregon, the general 
and president; and Plutarco Elias 
Calles, the saloon-keeper turned presi- 
dent, These three men from Sonora— 
Obregon and Calles especially—domi- 
nafed the Mexican scene from 1919 to 
1934, the years of recovery from the 
revolutionary struggles of the previous 
decade. These Obregon-Calles years 
were times of great struggles, includ- 
ing the mammoth fight with the Roman 
Catholic Church, but they were the 
period when Mexico awoke and re- 
adjusted to new realities. Indeed, 
these 14 or 15 years set the pattern for 


. Mexico's present prosperity. 


Mr, Dulles’s pages offer much in- 
s into a cloudy and generally un- 
period of Mexico's history. He has 


written well, without evident bias. 
Somehow when the book is finished, 
one gets the feeling that Mexico has 
gotten where she is today because of 
the sometimes dedicated and generally 
determined men who have marched 
across her stage in this century. Mr. 
Dulles’s book shows the vitality and 
exuberance of Mexican life—and his 
is as important as his successful effort 
to chronicle carefully and accurately 
17 years in the life of a nation.

TO. ACQUIRE FIRM 


Agreement has been reached 
@n a plan for Pet Milk Co. of 
St. Louis to acquire C. H. Mus- 
gelman Co. of Biglerville, Pa., 
producer of applesauce, pie 
fillings and other fruit products, 
it was announced today. The pro- 
posal is subject to stockholder 
approval. 

A joint announcement by Theo- 
dore R. Gamble, president of 
the Pet company, and John A. 
Hauser, president of Musselman, 
said Pet common stock would be 
exchanged for all of the other 
company’s capital stock. The 
Amount was not announced 

The Musselman firm has an- 
nual sales of more than $25,- 
00.000. It was founded in 1907, 
has about 100 stockholders, and 
operates plants in Biglerville 
and Gardners, Pa.: Inwood, 
W.Va., and St. Joseph and Paw 
Paw. Mich. The St. Joseph plant 
produces canned fruits and as- 
paragus. The company owns 
about 5700 acres in Pennsylvania, 
where it grows apples, cherries 
and peaches. 

Musselman’s management and 
personnel are to be retained, 
and the company is to become a 
major operating division of Pet 
Milk Co., the announcement said 

Pet's annual sales are more 
than $195,000,000. It was founded 
in 1885 and operates 70 plants 
in this country and Canada. Its 
general offices are here. Prod- 
ucts include evaporated milk, 
nonfat dry milk, and frozen pies. 
Its dairy division § distributes 
fresh milk. ice cream and other 
dairy products in 16 states. 


CORONER'S JURY NAMES 
MAN IN SHOOTING OF WIFE 


Everette H. Dailey, who told 
police his estranged wife shot 
hmi and then killed herself last 
Apri! 25, today was named in a 
coroner's verdict of homicide in 
Mrs. Dailey’s death. 

The pair was found in Dailey’s 
automobile, parked near Mrs. 
Dailey'’s home, 3740A South 
Grand boulevard. Mrs. Dailey, 
43 years old, was pronounced 
dead of a chest wound. Dailey, 
50, was shot twice in the chest. 
He was released from City Hos- 
pital last Monday. 

Dailey, who gave an address 
in the 3400 block of Park av- 
enue, was present at the inquest, 
but declined to testify on advice 
of counsel. He is at liberty on 
bond, pending presentation of 
the facts to a grand jury. Police 
became suspicious of Dailey’s 
account of the shooting partly 
because of the position of Mrs. 
Dailey’s wound. Detective Nor- 
man Jacobsmeyer told the coro- 
ner's jury that Dailey made 
some changes in details in three 
interrogation sessions with of- 
ficers at the hospital. 


TV IS DERELICT IN SERVING 
PUBLIC, RIBICOFF TESTIFIES 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
—Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare Abraham Ribicoff 
said yesterday he thinks com- 
mercial television stations ‘‘have 
been derelict in what they've 
given for the license they've re- 
ceived in the public domain.”’ 

Ribicoff was the second high 
Administration figure to criti- 
cize commercial television in the 
Jast couple of weeks. Television 
industry executives were star- 
tled recently when Newton Mi- 
now, Federal Communications 
Commission chairman, called 
much of their programming a 
*wasteland.”’ 

Ribicoff’s remark was made as 
he testified before a House com- 
munications subcommittee on 
bills to set up a fund matching 
federal-state program for build- 
ing educational television sta- 
tions.

Home Grown Spring Produce Finally in the Markets 


Good Quantities 
Up From South 
Supplement Supply 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


WELL, WE FINALLY made 
It. Seemed for week’ that <we 
just never were going to get 
weather warm enough to make 
the promise of home-grown pro- 
duce a reality. But eventually 
the rains did stop and the sun 
did shine, and now we are real- 
ly on the threshold of the home- 
grown season. Good supplies of 
fruits and vegetables also are 
coming in from the South so, 
while some items stil] are not 
here in great ‘abundance, there 
is a general feeling of plenty in 
the markets this week. Spring, 
it's wonderful—even if it was 
long a’comin’. 

The home-grown asparagus 
which was delayed this season 
should be coming to market in 
quantity now—but we are afraid 
to make a definite statement on 
this since the weather could 
cross us up before this column 
can get from typewriter to 
printed page, so sensitive is as- 
paragus to sun and tempera- 
ture. To be safe and conserva- 
tive, we will say that supplies 
are adequate to meet needs, and 
prices at least moderate. 

This week’s list of “good 
buys” includes cabbage, banan- 
as (even though prices are a 
little firmer than they have 
been), celery, onions, rhubarb, 
that healthful trio of spinach, 
mustard greens and turnip tops 
(all of excellent quality). We 
saved the best for last—grape- 
fruit, a real bargain. 

The cheapest potatoes you can 
buy now are old reds. Florida 
new potatoes are moderately 
priced, as are the California 
long whites which are beginning 
to come in. Because of limited 
supplies, the Idaho russets are 
the most costly of the potato 
choices. 

Peppers have come down rath- 
er sharply; you may find some 
good buys in tomatoes since 
fhe Texas crop is here to in- 
crease supplies. 

There are ample amounts of 
corn, with prices ranging from 
low to moderate depending upon 
quality. Texas corn with clipped 
end@ is the cheapest; that from 
Florida with full ears is slightly 
more expensive. 

Cauliflower is a better buy 
than it has been recently; green 
onions and radishes are yours 
at modest cost to spark spring- 
time meals. 

The moderate price category 
this week includes artichokes, 
carrots, beans, cucumbers, peas 
and lemons. 

Squash is far from cheap, but 
the excellent quality of the 
acorn, white and zucchini justi- 
fies these prices. 

You will pay more money than 
you are accustomed to for let- 
tuce of good quality; anything 
worth buying .in endive and es- 
carole also is comparatively 
high. 

Oranges are available at just 
ahout anything you want to pay. 
Prices are extremely high for 
large size California Valencias, 
with the smaller ones moderate- 
ly priced and those from Texas 
and Florida the cheapest. Per- 
sian limes are scarce and ridic- 
ulously expensive, but the cheap 
ones from Mexico are adequate 
for most purposes. 

Apples and pears are not in 
much demand at this time of 
year which is a fortunate cir- 
cumstance, since the situation 
on beth can be summed up in 
three phrases—supplies limited, 
prices high, quality doubtful. 

More and more cantaloupes 
are coming to town. Some 
honeydews are available at high 
prices, but watermelons are rea- 
sonable for May. 

Take your bargains when you 
find them in strawberries; the 
situation is too unsettled from 
day to day to make any intelli- 
gent predictions. 


YOU NEEDN’T PONDER too 
long how to spend your meat 
dollar; you can be fairly sure of 
getting your money’s worth in 
aJmost anything but veal. Beef 
is, most attractively priced, and 
becoming more so all the time. 
Look for buys especially in sir- 
loins, round steaks and chuck 
roasts. 

Pork loin prices are tempting. 
In cured meats, both bacon and 
ham will give you excellent re- 
turns on your investment. 

Genuine spring lambs are ex- 
pected to start soon, and of 
course prices will be higher on 
them, so this may be your last 
chance to get those low prices 
on the heavier lambs. 

Speaking of economical foods, 
this is the week when thrift and 
patriotism join hands. The lowly 
hot dog becomes the Patriotic 
Pup, the idea being to serve this 
low-cost food and put aside the 
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Garlic Casserole Bread fits right into the meal-time pattern of the month of May. Serve 

it with meats hot off the barbecue grill, or with soup-and-salad luncheons or suppers. The

CENTURIES-OLD 
OHIO ELM TREE 
RUINED BY WINDS 


CIRCLEVILLE, O., May 18 
(AP) — The Ohio Historical So- 
ciety is considering the fate of 
what's left of Pickaway county’s 
historic Logan elm—the oldest 
elm east of the Mississippi and 
site of an Indian chief's lament 
to the white man. 

The elm fell victim to recent 
high winds, The trunk—24 feet 
in diameter—was split down the 
middle and the few remaining 
limbs of the centuries-old tree 
were torn off. 

It was under the Logan elm 
in 1774, in Lord Dunmore’s war 
against the Indians, that Mingo 
chief Logan, whose family was 
wiped out by the white men 
whom he had long befriended, | 
made a speech that ended with | 
the famous lines: 

‘“‘Who is to mourn for Logan? 

*‘Not one.”’

IN NORTH AMERICA the av- 
erage child starte viewing tele 
vision at age 3 and from then 
on, through his formative years, 
spends a sixth of his waking 
hours in front of a TV set. This 
amounts to two or three hours 
a day, and through age 16 is at 
jeast as much time as the child 
spends in school. 

In Britain, often thought of as 
a citadel of strictness and de 
corum in the upbringing of 
children, the average is com- 
parable—slightly less than two 
hours a day. 

What is the effect, for good 
or evil, of all this television- 
viewing on the young? Until 
very recently there has been lit- 
tle hard information, although 
there has been no lack of ex- 
treme views. Now both the 
United States and Britain have 
produced scholarly reports that 
should tend to settle the dust of 
controversy. 

“No informed person can say 
simply that television is bad or 
that it is good for children,” 
says the newly-published Ameri- 
can study (‘Television in the 
Lives of Our Children,” by Wil- 
bur Schramm, Jack Lyle and Fd- 
win B. Parker, 324 pgs., Stan- 
ford University Press, $6.) 

“The final picture of the in- 
fluence of television on chil- 
dren's leisure, interests, know!l- 
edge, outlook, and values proves 
to be far less colorful and dra- 


matic than popular opinion is in- 


clined to suppose,”’ says the 
British report by Hilde T. Him- 
melweit, A. N. Oppenheim and 
Pamela Vince. Their study, first 
published in 1958, is called 
“Television and the Child.” 

To a remarkable degree the 
findings concerning British and 
American children coincide. In 
both nations TV has in a short 
apace of years come to dominate 
the leisure hours of the young. 
There ie no evidence that TV's 
influence is as baneful as some 
critics would hold, but on the 
other hand the medium hae not 
fulfilled its promise for good. 

The Schramm-Lyle-Parker 
study took three years of re- 
search involving 6000 children im 
10 communities, including towns 
with and without TV. Informa- 
tion was obtained from 2000 par- 
ents and 300 school people. The 
British inquiry took four years 
and made contact with some 7000 
children in five cities through 
national state schools: 

TV’s explosive penetration of 
homes in both nations in the last 
decade is a matter of fact. In 
1949 there were some 100,000 TV 
receivers in the United States; 
by 1960 there were 50,000,000, 
and seven out of eight homes 
had a set. Britain has seen a 


Stanford team could not find a 
suitable town in the United 
States where few or no children 
had been exposed to TV. They 
had to go to Canada to find a 
pair of towns in the same cul- 
ture area, one of which did not 
have the magic box. 

What are the conclusions? 
Generally speaking, on either 
side of the Atlantic the re 
searchers found that the nor- 
mal, active child in a happy 
home environment takes TV 
very much in stride. The ma- 
jority, in short, are not drasti- 
cally affected one way or the 
other. 


With an apology for what 
might appear to be weasel 
words, the Americans put this in 
the preface of their book: 

“For some children, under 
some conditions, some television 
is harmful. For other children 
under the same conditions, or 
for the same children under 
other conditions, it may be bene- 
ficial. For most children, under 
most conditions, most television 
is probably neither particularly 
harmful nor particularly bene- 
ficial.’’ 

The British parallel runs lke 
this: 

“Whether television is good or 
bad for children depends on the 
programs, the amount the child 
views, the type of child, the type 
of effects to be examined, and 
the context in which viewing 
takes place. In the last resort, 
t is an indivdual matter with 
the effects varying from child 
to child.”’ 

There was little or no evi- 
dence that children suffer eye- 
strain or serious loss of sleep 
or energy as a result of TV. 
Commercial TV has small effect 
on school work. Despite all the 
violence on TV, very little de- 
linquency can be traced directly 
to it. 

As to certain behavioral and 
emotional effects—the piling up 
of frightening or exciting ex- 
periences, the molding of super- 
ficial attitudes toward life, the 
creation of excessive passivity 
and addiction in children — the 
researchers were not #0 in- 
clined to give TV a clean bill 
of health. 

And what they had to say 
adds up to a stinging indict- 
mem of TV broadcasters, for 
the quality of the fare they 
offer children, and of parents 
who, using TV as a baby-sit-

More than half the 100 hours 
under survey consisted af pro- 
grams in which violence had an 
important part. This included 
12 murders, 16 major gunfights, 
21 persons shot, 37 hand-to-hand 
fights, one stabbing in the back 
with.a butcher knife, two mob 
scenes and an impressive mis- 
cellany of other incidents, such 
as a guillotining. 

“It was not this violence that 
seemed chiefly to frighten the 
children whom we had watching 
these programs,”’ the Schramm- 
Lyle-Parker report says. ‘‘Rath- 
er * was the dark and mysteri- 
ous scenes—for example, a pic- 
ture that was mostly in the 
dark, and a scene in which per- 
sons dug for a body in a cellar 
—or the scenes in which they 
could easily put themselves, such 
as @ person uncovering tarantu- 
las by turning over a rock. 

“Yet for hour after hour this 
parade of violence passed, ag it 
must pase before our children 
week after week—men packing 
guns, packing knives, shooting 
at each other, slugging each oth- 
er—and the amount and inten- 
sity of it gives one pause.”’ 

In the United States as in 
Britain, where horse operas aiso 
are standard fare, the research- 
ere noted that cowboy shootings 


have a ritualistic quality, a sim- | 
ple nobility, that tends to make | 
them roll off children’s backs. |

Children Get Own Breakfast. 


Dear Martha: 

I HAVE OFTEN READ articles about how women neglect 
their husbands by- not getting up and fixing breakfas- for 
them. But have you ever heard of a mother who is too lazy 
to get out of bed and help her children get ready for school? 

This woman stays in bed 

while her children get up 

and get their own break- 

fast. That is, they get 

breakfast for themselves 

if there is time. They pack 

their own lunch if they 

don't want to eat whar the 

school is serving and go 

on to school without ever 

seeing their mother. What 

an empty feeling these 

children must have when 

they leave the house for 

school. These children are 

big enough to do this for 

themselves but I feel it is a mother's duty, and privilege, to 

spend an hour with her children in the morning and help them 

with any little problem that might arise at that time. She can 

always go back to bed. I wonder if I should talk to this 

woman and tell her how she is neglecting her children? 

TIRED, BUT NOT LAZY, MOTHER. 
Until children are through high school it is a 

mother’s duty to see that they eat a healthy break- 
fast, are dressed correctly for the school day and 
leave the house with the feeling that mother was there 
as they left and will be when they return. A woman 
too lazy to feed her children in the morning will be 
too lazy later when the children grow up to handle the 
serious problems that will arise in their teen-years. 
I doubt if this woman would listen to you if you ac- 
eused her of neglecting her children. She’s probably 
one of those persons who thinks that when children 
reach a certain age it’s the children’s duty to take 
eare of themselves or even start taking care of the 
mother.

Low-Calorie Diets 


AFTER “ALL THESE MONTHS, questions keep coming in 
eoncerning the ready-made ‘900 calorie diets.” 

They seem to have caught on even more strongly than 
fn the inning—and the fad was popular enough at the 

Ln et outset. I’m told that there 

i - are now about 250 differ- 
ent brands of these 900- 
calorie diets! 

People ask whether these 
diets are ‘“‘safe,”” or if 
they “work,” or what I 
think of them. Oddly—or 
maybe it isn't so odd— 
nobody ever asks me 
whether some other form 
of dieting, such as just cut- 
ting down on what you 
usually eat. will work as 
well. 

The fact is that you 
can shed just as many pounds if you eat your regular 
foods, but keep the portions down to a corresponding 
calorie total, meanwhile getting varicty and some- 
thing to chew. 

However, if you want to be lazy about things, and 
have somebody else do your calorie counting for you, 
okay. I find it more to my taste to eat the foods that 
I happen to feel like eating than to limit myself to 


something somebody else has dished up for me. How- 
ever, that’s up to you. 


As to whether these diets are ‘‘safe,’’ that can’t be 
answered yes or no. Used properly, they are safe. But any 
reducing diet has its perils unless used properly. Since the 
900-<calorie diets include vitamins and minerals and such, I 
would have to say that they are safer than some wild “trick 
diets’’ that have been foisted on us. 

Also regarding safety, the 900-calorie diets do not include 
“reducing drugs,”’ and in that regard are superior to systems 
that do use drugs.

They contain a basic amount of protein in general. 
They are low in carbohydrate and fat. But they are de- 
void of bulk. Hence it is important that a vegetable 
or salad or fruit be taken to supply this. (These diets 
can be taken as three or four liquid feedings a day, 
or can be used as a substitute for one or two meals 
a day.) 

I’m aware that people aren’t going to give up 
belief in such things as get-rich-quick schemes, the 
easy way to become auihors or movie stars, chain 
letters or the Irish sweepstakes, so I have no reason 
to think they will suddenly stop using the 900-calorie 
diets. 


At least the odds are much better with these diets. They'll 
work—as will any valid diet—if you follow the rules, But keep 
in mind that it is as easy to cheat with these diets as with 
any others if you decide to sneak a few candy bars. 

There’s one thing I DO ask my reads to do, and that’s to 
read and obey the rules laid down in the fine print. If, for 
example, the fine print happens to say (and in good ones 
I’ve read, it does) that you should get your doctor’s approval 
before embarking on one of these diets, do so. 


If the fine print suggests getting some noisily 
chewable roughage every day, like celery, cabbage, 
endive, raw carrots, etc., do it—and chew it! 

It’s been my observation that these diets are aban-

Ham as

SOUTHERN COOKING, like 
southern hospitality, is consid- 
ered by some a vastly over- 
rated product. As one who grew 
up on it, and still seeks in vain 
for dishes cooked the southern 
way, we can only say it all de- 
pends. Maybe it's an acquired 
taste. 

Maybe, on the other hand, it 
depends on who does the cook- 
ing and what part of the South 
you hail from, or happen to be 
visiting. After all, the South 
covers a lot of territory, and in 
a space that size there are bound 
to be cooks of every degree of 
taste and proficiency. In the 
part of Arkansas I came from, 
their taste seemed to me to be 
above reproach, and as for pro- 
ficiency, no one ever needed a 
cookbook. 

Speaking of cookbooks, I have 
one written by a Yankce, and a 
rather supercilious one at that. 
He's the kind of man who says 
to cook green beans in a little 
salted water and only for a 
few minutes. When he speaks 
of collards, which he obviously 
does only because he lists all 
vegetables, he says: 

“IT am told, by an elderly 
Southern gentleman of my ac- 
quaintance, that this leather- 
leaved survivor of the past can 
be rendered edible by boiling it 
for a week with salt pork.” 

All we can say is, has he ever 
eaten a New England boiled 
dinner? 


ANYWAY, we have at hand a 
new cookbook called “Recipes 
From the Old South” (as dis- 
tinguished, we presume, from 
the New South) written by Mar- 
tha L. Meade which, she says, 
is filled with closely guarded 
family secrets. Cooking, that is. 

We'll reveal a few of them, 
which have to do with how to 
cook a country ham. We're al- 
ways getting telephone calls and 
letters from people who find 
themselves with a country-cured 
ham and don't know what to do 
with it.

Their taste seemed to be above reproach, and no one ever 
needed a cookbook. 


Well, here are some ways they 
do it in the Old South. Some- 
times they cook it in a dough 
blanket. Like this: 

Use a dough made in propor- 
tions of four cups of flour to one 
cup of water. This dough is 
usually flavored with one cup of 
brown sugar to those proportions, 
and one to two tablespoons each 
of cinnamon, mustard, black pep- 
per, cloves and nutmegs, to taste. 
If you want to you can use cider 
or vinegar instead of water. 

Mix the dough thoroughly, 
knead it well and roll it out until 
there is enough to cover the ham 
completely. It should be about 
half an inch thick, and it’s not 
going to be easy to roll. 

The ham, as we have pointed 
out before in regard to country 
hams, should be soaked for at 
least 12 hours. Then it should 
be well scrubbed to remove 
curing ingredients and to clean 


the rind. Some people use a

All outside yellow 
fat should be trimmed off. 

Then envelop the ham with the 
dough, put it in a roasting pan 
fat side up and bake it in a 325 
degree oven—30 minutes to the 
pound. When done knock off the 
dough blanket. Score the ham 
and put on your favorite glaze 
Put it back in the oven and bake 
it until slightly browned. Some 
recipes call for breaking a hole 
in the crust during the last 30 
minutes of baking and pouring in 
a cup of wine. 


NOW IF YOU'RE really fond

of wine, here's your dish: Soak 
the ham 12 hours in cold water. 
Take it out of the water and par- 
boil it for four hours in a half 
gallon of sauterne. Then let it 
stand another 12 hours in the 
wine. Reheat it the next day 
and remove the rind. Top it 
with a glaze and then bake it 
uncovered for two hours in two 
cups of sherry, basting fre 
quently 

WE HAVE ASSUMED that 
anyone from the Old South would 
rather be found dead than with 
a packing house ham on the 
place. But in case you can’t lay 
your hands on a good Smithfield 
and company's coming, sneak 
in a packer’s ham and proceed 
as follows: 

Make a thick paste of a cup 
of brown sugar, a cup of strained 
honey and a tablespoon of dry 
mustard, It must be thick enough 


to adhere well the ham. And we | 


micht adhere that we've never 


been able to make it stick yet. | 


We just threw that in for the 
sake of the pun. Coat the ham 
well with the mixture and dot it 
with whole cloves. Then mix 
four pounds of flour and enough 
beef bouillion to make a stiff 
dough. Add and blend into the 
dough a half cup of chopped 
herbs consisting of parsley, 
chives, tarragon, spring onions, 
garlic, sage and nutmeg 
a teaspoon of caraway seeds 

Wrap the ham in the dough 
overlapping the edges and press 
ing them together so no juice 
escapes, Brush the dough with 
brandy. Cut a round hole in the 


top of the dough and make a | 


dough stopper, rolled in flour. 
Bake the ham in a 325-Jegree 
oven until the dough is set hard. 
Take it out of the oven, remove 
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the stopper, and pour in as much 
brandy as the sugar and honey 
topping will absorb. It's hard to 
tell whether they're more inte: 
ested in ham or alcohol in the

Replace the stopper and con- 
tinue baking for another hour, or 
until the whole thing niodes 
Ho. that isn’t night—uwuntil 
s thoroughly cooked and 
browned.
